Vital statistics forms on 
which all births and deaths in 
California ore recorded will 
change at midnight December 
31> and a new type of oertifi- 
cate will be used "for vital 
events which occur after that 
time." it was announced by Dr. 
Wilton L. Halverson, state di¬ 
rector of public health. 

The new certificates have 
been revised for the first time 
in 10 years, and are adopted 
by 46 states. Revisions have 
been worked out by local, na¬ 
tional and international au¬ 
thorities, including the World 
Health Organizaflon. 

Physicians, hospitals and fu¬ 
neral directors may now obtoin 
the new forms from local regis¬ 
trar of vital statistics or local 
health department. 

Although actu ally simpler 
than former certificates, the re¬ 
vised forms provide new infor¬ 
mation of definite value to pub- 
lice health work, hence to the 
general public. 

For example, the weight of 
babies at birth will be recorded 
for the first time. This is ex¬ 
pected to supply data long 
needed in the medical attack 
on Infant deaths due to prema¬ 
ture birth, Dr. Halverson said. 

Also for the first time, phy¬ 
sicians will be able to record 
the whole sequence of medical 
events which led to an indivi¬ 
dual's death, so that the real 
underlying cause or causes of 
death will be scientifically and 
uniformly established in each 
case.

THE NAME IS UGLY; THE ACT IS WORSE 

"Spit" is an ugly word. It is even uglier as an act—particularly 
when the act of spitting on the public sidewalks. 

Such an act is a direct offense to the dignity of Sierra Madre’s 
residents. It is also a danger to health. 

Signs could be tacked on every post in the downtown district 
reading: "PLEASE DO NOT SPU ON THE SIDEWALK." 

It is hardly likely, however, that such a step would put an end 
to this offense. And, in addition, the very sign would constitute 
another offense to dignity. The word itself is offensive. 

Most cities meet the problem—at least halfway—by law. In 
Sierra Madre, for example, spitting on public property is a mis¬ 
demeanor and has been on the books since 1931. Conviction can 
draw a fine or jail term. Too often, however, the law is seldom 
enforced. 

It might be well for Sierra Madre's police officers to brush up 
on this ordinance and tap "public expcctorators" on the shoulder 
and remind them that "iVs agin' the law."

Such was the statement of a 
Father Ernest Cunningham, 
who has just returned from 25 n 
years of missionary service In ri 
China, and is now staying at h 
the Passionist Fathers Retreat a 
House in Sierra Madre. t 

Father Cunningham is one of l 
seven priests of the Passionist 
Order who came to the Retreat . 
last week after arrival in Los , 
Angeles with a group of 600 
American refugees from Shang- j 
hai and Tsingao. The group , 
was made up of Catholic mis- j 
sionaries and protestant mis- ^ 
sionaries and their families. , 
The men who came with Fa¬ 
ther Cunningham were Fathers 
Leo Berard, James Lambert, 
Michael Campbell, Wendelin 
Moore, Aloysius O’Malley and 
Linus McSheffrey. 

“Most of North China has been 
taken by the Reds, and they 
are now very close to Nanking,” 
Father Cunningham said. “The 
Nationalists there can’t check 
the Reds, so the American Gov¬ 
ernment stated that planes 
would be sent for those who 
wished to leave or had to leave.” 

Only the priests who were 
unwell and the young men who 
had not yet learned the langu¬ 
age left, according to Father 
Cunningham. There were 30 
priests and 21 sisters in the 
Hunan district alone. 

Those who remained will go 
on with their work until the 
Communist occupation. Then if 
they are allowed to continue or 
are tolerated ,they will remain. 

If not, they will leave by what* 
ever means are available to 
them. For this reason, only the 
strong remained. 

“It may be necessary for 
them to go a hundred miles on 
foot,” he said, “in order to be 
evacuated. 

"In the North, 90 to 95 priests 
and sisters have been killed 
already—stoned, shot, stabbed 
or Imprisoned and starved. 

“It is debatable what will 
happen now. If they are allow¬ 
ed to remain, they will. It may 
be that the Reds will tolerate 
the missionaries in order to 
favorably impress the United 
Nations and win recognition.” 

The recent news report of the 
arrival of more troops in Nan¬ 
king, indicating that the Gen¬ 
eralissimo and his followers 
have determined to fight on 
prompted Father Cunningham 
to this remark: 

“They say that the troops 
have been taken from Peng- 
pou, 100 miles from Nanking 
and put in Nanking. These 
troops were not sent there— 
they were driven out of Peng- 
pou by the Communists. 

“As a rule, they advance 
backwards. 

“They were not fighting be¬ 
cause the Nationalist troops 
won’t fight. They are fed the 
poorest of food and clothed in 
beggars’ rags and they are 
under the constant strain of 
what is happening to their fam¬ 
ilies back home. 

“The Communist army has not 
been popular with the common 
man, according to Father Cun¬ 
ningham. When news of the 
army’s approach arrives, the 
people move. 

“There are as many evacuees 
In the large cities now as when 
the Japs came,” he said. “In 
the big cities that causes un-

OUARTPR MILLION IN '48 


Building permits in Sierra 
Madre for 1948 jumped over the 
total for last year by more than 
three quarters of a million dol¬ 
lars. 

Permits for 1948 totaled $1,- 
799,437. The total for 1947 was 
$1,036',880. 

December of 1948, with its 
$89,836, fell below December for 
1947, when the month’s total

This is the second hedge 
he has lost to frost. "And this 
one froze twice," he said. “It 
blackened and drooped Christ¬ 
mas weekend, but this time it 
really froze.” 

C. W. Jones of 49 East Aleg- 
rla lost many of his garden 
plants, all his exotic plants 
were killed, many of which 
have gone through other frosts.
